Convention of the League, and see what can 
be done to reorganize the divided forces of 
the Liberal army. They recommend this, 
they say, because they " fear that past Issues 
cannot be removed from the minds of many 
, except by a change of. the personnel of the 
management of the League, and we would

It has been generally supposed 
that the Rev. Dr. speaks “ by inspiration," 
certainly extempore. Yet, it i» known to 
many that he walkseup and down his room 
memorizing his sermon, sometimes far into 
Saturday night, causing much complaint 
from those of-his household who would rath- 
er sleep than hear a Talmage sermon, We 
approve thelr taste. Whatever the Rev. Dr. 
speaks lu public has been well a'udied and 
memorized beforehand. In a sermon preached 
some time ago, on blasphemy, he told the 
story of a man standing in front of Prince- 
ton College, N. J., blaspheming, when a rall- 
road train came along and cut off his tongue.

Plenary’ Inspiration,” 


The JOURNAL has often pointed ont that the 
question of the plenary Inspiration of the 
Scriptures ia the most Important one in the. 
range of orthodox thought. All doctrines 
based (pon Scriptures of donbtful authority, 
must themselves be doubtful, Theologians 
have mostly declined to discuss this question, 
to even admit a doubt of the fullness and 
completeness of the Inspiration under which 
the Seriptures were written. To auy critic- 
ism of a doctrine, the answer always is, " To 
the law and to the testimony.” The meaning 
of the words might be debated, but the words 
were held to be divine, and what the words 
really meant, is held to be certainly true. 
Wise and learned men have given to the 
Scriptures long years of atudy—and a year of 
study dow is worth more than fifty so employ- 
ed at any previous time, because of the large 
mass of collateral thought accessible for com- 
parison. Step by step as their students ad- 
vanced doubts have crept In; this passage, 
hitherto held to be literal, must be consider- 
ed allegorical or symbolic; that story must 
be amyth; the explanation of this apparent 
contradiction is not satisfactory; that doc- 
trine seems to be taught, and it cannot be 
true; this wording does not agree with plain- 
ly observed facts in nature. Thus, by careful, 
reverent atudy of the Bible, many prominent 
teachers have come to reject parts of the Bible; 
have found things that they judge are not in- 
spired, presupposing always that Inspiration 
insures truth. “Tho Bible was not Intended 
to teach selence,” cry the defenders, “ Was 
it intended to teach falso science?” is asked. 
“Tf the hook be perfect, should anything false 
be found in 1t?" and the answer is usually a 
tagne allaston to what would be understood 
by the people of the age in which the story 
was written, This is an acknowledgment of 
weakness, for it assumes that the divine spir- 
ft was limited in expression by the orginism 
it controlled. The tendency of careful study 
of the Bible for years past has been toward a 
denial of its plenary inspiration, while a con- |* 
sciousness of this has made the doubters voci- 
ferous in assertion of its reality and complete- 
ness. There isa noticeable change apparent 
now. The Congregatíonalist recently dec'ar- 
ed that ^sanetitled common-sense” must de- 
clare what Scripture is. It has also declared 
that “ the nature of man requires a Bible, and 
requires the Bible substantially as he inter- 
preta It; and that it is the consclence of hu- 
manity crying out for it, and indicati 
What it must be which gives the’ Bible, in 
the apt answer which it makes to all this, its 
divine power over the soul;" that“ conscience 
is an Indispensable witness for the Bible, be- 
fore the Bible can demonstrate that it is the 
Bible." This relegates the whole question of 
what is divine In the Bible to“ sanctified 
common-sense,” whatever that may be; 
as there is no way of classifying the diy 
of the common-sense, it leaves the Bible to 
stand, not on intrinsic worth, but on the per- 
ception: « its worth that any reader may 
have.

Plenary’ Inspiration,” 


The JOURNAL has often pointed ont that the 
question of the plenary Inspiration of the 
Scriptures ia the most Important one in the. 
range of orthodox thought. All doctrines 
based (pon Scriptures of donbtful authority, 
must themselves be doubtful, Theologians 
have mostly declined to discuss this question, 
to even admit a doubt of the fullness and 
completeness of the Inspiration under which 
the Seriptures were written. To auy critic- 
ism of a doctrine, the answer always is, " To 
the law and to the testimony.” The meaning 
of the words might be debated, but the words 
were held to be divine, and what the words 
really meant, is held to be certainly true. 
Wise and learned men have given to the 
Scriptures long years of atudy—and a year of 
study dow is worth more than fifty so employ- 
ed at any previous time, because of the large 
mass of collateral thought accessible for com- 
parison. Step by step as their students ad- 
vanced doubts have crept In; this passage, 
hitherto held to be literal, must be consider- 
ed allegorical or symbolic; that story must 
be amyth; the explanation of this apparent 
contradiction is not satisfactory; that doc- 
trine seems to be taught, and it cannot be 
true; this wording does not agree with plain- 
ly observed facts in nature. Thus, by careful, 
reverent atudy of the Bible, many prominent 
teachers have come to reject parts of the Bible; 
have found things that they judge are not in- 
spired, presupposing always that Inspiration 
insures truth. “Tho Bible was not Intended 
to teach selence,” cry the defenders, “ Was 
it intended to teach falso science?” is asked. 
“Tf the hook be perfect, should anything false 
be found in 1t?" and the answer is usually a 
tagne allaston to what would be understood 
by the people of the age in which the story 
was written, This is an acknowledgment of 
weakness, for it assumes that the divine spir- 
ft was limited in expression by the orginism 
it controlled. The tendency of careful study 
of the Bible for years past has been toward a 
denial of its plenary inspiration, while a con- |* 
sciousness of this has made the doubters voci- 
ferous in assertion of its reality and complete- 
ness. There isa noticeable change apparent 
now. The Congregatíonalist recently dec'ar- 
ed that ^sanetitled common-sense” must de- 
clare what Scripture is. It has also declared 
that “ the nature of man requires a Bible, and 
requires the Bible substantially as he inter- 
preta It; and that it is the consclence of hu- 
manity crying out for it, and indicati 
What it must be which gives the’ Bible, in 
the apt answer which it makes to all this, its 
divine power over the soul;" that“ conscience 
is an Indispensable witness for the Bible, be- 
fore the Bible can demonstrate that it is the 
Bible." This relegates the whole question of 
what is divine In the Bible to“ sanctified 
common-sense,” whatever that may be; 
as there is no way of classifying the diy 
of the common-sense, it leaves the Bible to 
stand, not on intrinsic worth, but on the per- 
ception: « its worth that any reader may 
have.

Nor will this slavery be a mild 
one. Fhe final result would be a revival of 
despotism. 

The points made by Mr. Spencer are worthy 
of full consideration. Evils there are, cura- 
ble in part at least, in many cases by hard 
work of brain and hands, joined with integ- 
rity and economy. This remedy lies on the 
surface, let us try that, while seeking still 
for a more comprehensive- plan which shall 
reach ovila these cannot cure.

Step by step has civili- 
zation advanced, one by ono have old cus- 
toms, old prejudices, old falths been destroyed 
or modifled—the, prophet 1» found to have 
given a true prophecy. 

When Spiritualism was first proclaimed, 
what flerce antagonisms it aroused. “ Delad- 
ed," “ crazy,” and such like term, poured In 
from every side.

Some one is converted, and 
joins the church—he la a changed person, they 
say ; has he progressed? The answer depends

After David's klug- 
dom had passed away and the Jewish nation 
became subject to foreign powers, they forgot 
the high spiritual position in which David 
had proclaimed them as placed, and instead 
of being a little lower than the angels they 
degenerated almost down to the animal plane. 
From this low state Christ, their great teach- 
er, endeavored to restore them to the position 
David had taught them toaspire to.

That not only were they created a little lower 
than the angels, but that God, the Creative 
E of the Universe, was their Father, and 
it is to that point that we, spirits, are to-day 
bringing back a lost humanity.

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more than aught else. He strongly condemn- 
ed Spencer's viows; said they were less, 
inhuman and heartless, and could they be 
carried out, would destroy civilization. Re- 
viewing Spencer's philosophy he showed how 
It has culminated in the artielé un“ The Com- 
ing Slavery." For the slavery of the present 
time, which destroys soul and body, oppressor 
and oppressed, and renders the moral law a 
mockery, Spencer has not a word of condem- 
wtion; the slavery he dreads js that of the 
controlling power of the State over the so- 
called rights of individuals and corporations. 
In conclusion, he encouraged the good work, 
and bad¢ the Society not be dismayed because 
of the hostile forces surrounding It. 

Mr. Justus O. Woods made some excellent 
points upon“ Mutualism vs. the Coming Slav- 
ery,” an able reply to Herbert Spencer'a late- 
ly published article. In this limited report 
justice cannot be done to this speech. Ho said: 
* Wage-slavery is but a degree above negro- 
slavery; but Mr. Spencer expresses no pity for 
it. As our social organization does not meet 
the requirements of natural, justice, and Mr. 
Spencer feara the ‘coming s 


leti Rule aud the great dynamle 
producing the maximum of resulta with 
minimum of force. There is no more slaver 
in cooperation than in matrimony, the 
church, or in a partnership. There is noalay- 
ery where there is harmony. Mr. Spencer's 
fears are groundless; the conservative and the 
revolutionary forces of seciety, free to work 
on the line of justice, will, like the centripetal 
and centrifugal forces of Nature, evolve a 
harmonious social organization." . 

Mr. John Thomson MeKechnle, of John 
Swinton's Paper, mnde some pertinent re- 
marks relating to civilizations: That “the 
Christian civilization of to-day professes 
* peace and good-will to men,” but is glotious 
in standing armies, immeuse navies, and im- 
proved implements of war. Worse than this, 
even, is the pressure of Capital upon Labor, 
which reduces the wages of the miner in 
Penn., Indiana and Ohio, to little more than 
dollar pef day, which they are compelled to 
spend at the company's pluck- me stores, 
and many of whom are even with this reduc- 
tion set adrift to make place for the contract 
slaves—the Huns and the Italians, Even in 
New England are to be found many corpora- 
tions whose employes live in tenements un- 
fit for human habitation, where wages are re- 
duced so low that women and children must 
also work that all mouths may be fed. It la 
not necessary that sll these ves should be 
worn away to procure bare-subsistence, but 
this condition of things can be cured only by 
a new birth, a regeneration, a new civiliza- 
tion. The Sociologie Society is endeavoring 
to do its part by teaching co-operation among 
the wage-earners, and between —_ 
and laborers, by taking for its principle the 
commandment, expressed economically,"Thou 
shalt make thy nelghbor's Interests identical 
with thine own,’ thus eliminating selfishness 
from the dealings between man and man 

Letters were read from in 
and friends; one from Mrs. Sayles was read 
by Mr. Henry A. Beckmeyer, Newark, N. J.— 
the efficient Chairman of Advisory Board, a 
gentleman who has been long conversant 
with poetis co-operation, and ia thorough- 
ly imbued with a love of justice. Mrs. Sayles 
hoped that the period of our gestation and 
ch}ldhood as a society, was ng away, and 
that the day of practical and useful action 
was close at hand. One of the b lest signs 
of the times is, that the teachers in the 
churches are largely taking up this matter of 
reform in Labor interests, and it promises a 
wonderful ald in the dawning of thie “ New 
Civilization." She congratulated the Presi- 
dent upon her faithfulness; and eelf-devotion 
to the call she has received,“Go—work to-day 
in my vineyard," and sald: "the blessing of 
thousands who are ready to perish, shall be 
around you, your shield and your buckler for- 
ever.” — 


The spirit of the entire meeting was deep - 
ly earnest and enthuslastle; all seeming 
be imbued with the religious and humanita- 
rian feeling of the occasion.

I have never mentioned this fact 
before; many personal friends, even, are ig- 
norant óf It. because I have no desire to 
known publicly as a medium. I speak of it 
now, only to prove the orthodoky-—if I may 
use the term—of my belief; but Í also believe 
that in connection with cs cadet ee and in 
connection with materialization especially, 
there has been and Is much imposture and 
fraud.

Punish impostors with unceasing ever- 
ity: thereby m will do the cause inestima- 
ble good, and win respect from every person 
worthy to accord It: but, above all, regard im- 
posture and frand as imposture and fraud, 
and do not dignify it by using the term " evil 
only to. cover ita nakedness.

The theory of blood- 
letting is held to-day by the regulars as firm- 
ly as ſt ever was. Why, then, do they not 
bleed? Because they have discovered reme- 
dies, which by producing the same vital re 
sulla, take t pues of blood-letting. Had 
not these remedies been discovered by " reg- 
ulars,” theArregulars would not have efect- 
ed the least mn. 

Again: “Who has modified heroic doses, 
and furnished substitutes for the ruinous 
and deadly drugs, which the regular practi« 
toners prescribed, and consequently allowed 
more patients to die without being killed?" 
At nearly the same time that Homeopathy 
was advanced, chemists began the remarka- 
ble series of discoveries of the alkaloias, or 
active principles of various remedies. In 
consequency a Jarge bundle of Peruvian bark 
was reduced to a few grains of quinine; a 
large mass of opium to a small quantity of 
morphine, and so through a long list of roots, 
barks and; herbs. Their active pou 
were extracted, and the rubbish thrown 
away. Thus freed, they became more reliable 
and artive. The result ix that the pocket case 
now contains far more of the “ deadly druga” 
than the huge saddle-bagsof former times and 
though the powders dealt out are apparently 
small in quantity as to be homeopathic, ac« 
tually the dose is not diminished. The clamor 
of"irregulars" has not made this change, 
but It is the work of professional chemise in 
the “ regular" ranks. : -

It is obtions to experienced Spiritualists 
that the proved fraud of some public medi- 
ums leaves a Vast assortment of various mis- 
takes, false prophecies and frivolous: com- 
munications, to be accounted for under some 
other title than “ fraud." It Is comparative- 
ly an easy matter to assure the honesty of 
your trance medium, since sensitives are 
found in every clase alike, and probably your 
investigations may be made in your own 
family circle or amongst intimate friends. | 
But no matter how favorable the conditions, 
If you take notes at every sitting and pre- 
serve them for reference, you will be sure to 
find contradictions or mistakes; but at the 
very threshold of our subject,we must note 
the comstant misapprehension as between 
sitter aud control, It is almost impossible 
to çok feeling that you ate conversing with 
an \intelligence who should discern your 
meaning, however imperfectly expressed. 
Here is the Arat error; and the second is in 
your own misunderstanding of the somewhat 
confused and indefinite expressions of the 
control through the lips of the medium. Of 
course there is a difficulty in the use of a 
foreign organism by the spirit, but that may 
be sup; to be partially overcome by prac- 
tice.

Somcthing About How the Zulus 
Frame Words. Last evening a representative 
of the News-Journal made the acquaintance 
of the Rev, William Mellen, who has lately arrived 
In Cincinnati from Africa, where he spent twenty- 
four years among the Zulus and other African tribes, 
whose orum he speaks with fluency. Some of 
the features of those languages are furious and in- 
teresting. The first curious fact is that contiguous 
tribes speak, not as with our aborigines, diferent 
vernaculars of the same, but altogether distinct lan- 
[erre The oni ure Indicating the probability 
t they ever spoke the same language is. found in 
the fact that every word is either à vowel or begins 
and ende with a vowel Considered as a tent, he 
says that the Zulu language Is far more perfect than 
any language of Europe, or perhaps of the Fast. He 
further mys there are but five classes, within one of 
which every word falls, Not only does every word 
consist of, or begin and end with, a pure vocal ele- 
ment, but the accent, whether falling upon the pe 
nult or anti-penult is perfectly uniform for all claves 
of words, He mentions It as pecullar that their lan- 
guage has exactly the same number of elementary 
founds as our own, anil Jorteed the same sounds sare 
four. They have no arr, se, ex or ze. For these 
there nte several kinds of clicks foruied by the tongue 
in different positions, resembling the stacking of 
the lips, e don't know the name of Cetewaso, for 
It sounds no more like what we pronounce It to be 
than cat resembles fox. Im fact, the language has 
no harsh sounds, and it is Impossible to insert an 
English word into a Zulu sentence. It amounts to 
an Absolute cessation of speech. If, for example, the
